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More Tennysonian Trifles, 


Tennyson's ‘ The Fleet’ is by far the poorest of a class 
of his poems, printed on the spur of the moment—and for 
the most part anonymously—in newspapers, but, with few ex- 
ceptions, rejected in making up his volumes. One of them— 
‘ The Third of February, 1852 ’—after being thus discarded 
for twenty years, was included in the collected poems in 1872. 
This piece was published in the London Examiner of Feb. 7, 
1852, over the signature of ‘ Merlin.’ In the same number, 


with the same signature, appeared the spirited lyric ‘ Hands 


all Round.’ The preceding number had contained ‘ Britons, 
Guard your Own,’ which may be found, with some mis- 
prints, in Harper’s one-volume edition of Tennyson, p. 268. 
These ‘ Merlin’ poems were at once suspected to be Tenny- 
son’s, and the acknowledgment of one of them in 1872 set- 


tled the question of their authorship beyond a doubt ; but, — 


so far as I am aware, he has never been charged with a poem 
which appeared in Zhe Hxaminer of Feb. 14, 1852, though 
I have excellent authority for ascribing it tohim. No refer- 
ence is made to it in Mr. Shepherd’s ‘ Tennysoniana’ or 
any other book on the poet and his works (Jennings’s recent 
‘Lord Tennyson’ not excepted), and it is not printed in 
the Harper’s edition. If it is mentioned in any newspaper 
or magazine article, I have not met with it. Here it is, and 
I think the reader will agree with me that it bears internal 
evidence of its authorship, notwithstanding the ‘ blind’ in 
the introductory note :

You should be all the nobler, O my friends ! 
Be noble, you! nor work with faction’s tools 
To charm a lower sphere of fulminating fools. 


But, knowing all your power to heat or cool, 
To soothe a civic wound, or keep it raw, 
Be loyal, if you wish for wholesome rule ; 
Our ancient boast is this—we reverence law. 
We still were loyal in our wildest fights, 
Or, loyaily disloyal, battled for our rights. 


O Grief and Shame! if while I preach of laws 
Whereby to guard our freedom from offence— 
And trust an ancient manhood and the cause 
Of England and her health of common sense— 
There hang within the heavens a dark disgrace, 
Some vast Assyrian doom to burst upon our race! 


I feel the thousand cankers of our State ; 
I fain would shake their triple-folded ease, 
The hogs, who can believe in nothing great, 
Sneering, bed-ridden, in the down of Peace, 
Over their scrips and shares, their meats and wine, 
With stony smirks at all things human and divine ! 


I honor much, I say, this man’s appeal.

Alas for her and all her small delights !

Better wild Mahmoud’s war-cry once again ! 
O fools, we want a manlike God and Godlike men. 


Go, frightful omens! Yet once more I turn 
To you that mould men’s thoughts ; I call on you 
To make opinion warlike, lest we learn 
A sharper lesson than we ever knew. 
I hear a thunder though the skies are fair, 
But shrill you, loud and long, the warning note—Prepare ! 


All the writers on Tennyson appear to have overlooked 
the fact that there are two quite different versions of the 
‘Hands all Round.’ Several of them refer to its having 
been set to music by Mrs. Tennyson and sung by Mr. Sant- 
ley at St. James’s Hall, on the Queen’s birthday, May 24, 
1882, almost exactly thirty years after its first publication in 
the Examiner ; but they evidently have the impression that - 
it was simply the original poem ‘ disentombed,’ as Jennings 
calls it. The Harper's edition (p. 269) gives it, except for 
the usuai misprints here and there, as it appeared in 1852. 
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There are five stanzas in this version, while the later one has 
but three, which read thus : 
HANDS ALL ROuUND. 
First pledge our Queen, this solemn night, 
Then to every

Hands all round !

To both our Houses, may they see 
Beyond the borough and the shire ! 
We sailed wherever ship could sail, 
We founded many a mighty State.

The variations in the first stanza are only the following : 
First drink a health, this solemn night, 
A health to England, every guest ; 
* * * * * 
With stronger life from day to day ; 
That man’s the des¢ conservative. 
* o* * * * 
God the zyran?’s hope confound ! 
To ¢his great cause, etc. 
The second and third stanzas are entirely new, both in 
matter and manner. When the song was sung and printed 
in 1882, the Executive Committee of the Good Templars 
passed resolutions lamenting that in it ‘ drink was used as 
an expression of loyalty.’ A copy of the remonstrance was 
sent to the poet, who replied, through his son Hallam, that 
‘the common cup’ had ‘in all ages been employed as a 
sacred symbol of unity,’ and that he had used the word 
* drink ’ only ‘ in reference to this symbol.’ 
_ ‘ Riflemen, form,’ etc. (Harper's ed., p. 270), was printed 
in The Times of May 9, 1859, with the title ‘ The War’ and 
the signature ‘‘T.’ The lyric has never been acknowledged 
by Tennyson, but nobody doubts that it is his. 

In the copy of Tennyson’s ‘ Poems,’ 1833, in the Dyce 
collection at the South Kensington, the following lines ap- 
pear in pencil in the poet’s hand-writing—not ‘on the fly- 
leaf,’ as stated in ‘ Tennysoniana,’ but on a sheet inserted : 
Therefore your halls, your ancient colleges, 

Your portals ene | with old kings and queens, 

Your bridges and your busted libraries, e 

Wax-lighted chapels and rich carved screens, 

Your doctors and your proctors and your deans, 

Shall not avail you when the day-beam sports 
’ New-risen o’er awaken'd Albion—no, 

Nor yet your solemn organ-pipes that blow 
Melodious thunders through your vacant courts 
At morn and even ; for your manner sorts

Because the lips of little children preach

‘Tennysoniana,’ by the way, prints ‘ War-lighted’!(!). 
‘Busted’ is unique in this sense. A revised form of this 
sonnet was given in Votes and Queries some years ago, and 
may be found in Harper's edition, p. 271. The third line 
reads ‘ Your gardens, myriad-volumed libraries,’ and the 
next has ‘ carven, which may possibly be the original read- 
ing.’ The only other variations are in the last five lines, 
which read : 

At morn and eve—because your manner sorts 
Not with this age wherefrom ye stand apart— 
Because the lips of little children preach 
Against you, you that do profess to teach 
And teach us nothing, feeding not the heart. 
The publication of the sonnet in Motes and Queries drew 
forth a communication from the author, through his son 
Hallam, stating that the following note was appended to his 
own copy of the poem: ‘I have a great affection for my old 
university, and can only regret that this spirit of undergrad- 
uate irritability against the Cambridge of that day ever 
found its way into print.’ We have no doubt that ‘ spirit’ 
here is a misprint for ‘ spirt,’ though it was not afterward 
corrected in Votes and Queries and re-appears in Jennings’s 
book.

“An Inglorious Columbus.”’ * 

‘THE question whether the Chinese had some vague knowl- 
edge of America fourteen hundred years ago is one which has 
occasionally been discussed, with the languid interest of curi- 
osity, since the facts which gave rise to it were made known 
by the eminent orientalist, Joseph de Guignes, about the 
middle of the last century. As nothing apparently came of 
this knowledge, the question was not regarded as having any 
serious importance. Even Mr. Leland’s well-written book, 
entitled ‘ Fu-sang,’ which was published some ten years 
since, and gave a readable account of what was then known 
about the matter, could do no more than attract a momen- 
tary attention to the subject. Mr. Vining’s researches, 
however—if his conclusions are to be accepted,—place the 
question in a very different light. He seeks to show not 
only that America was discovered, but that the religion, the 
institutions, and the arts of its more civilized nations were 
greatly affected, and in part transformed, by the teachings 
of Buddhist missionaries from eastern Asia. In this view the 
matter becomes one of much historical importance. Hum- 
boldt, as is well known, traced some striking resemblances 
between the Mexican calendar and that which is in use in 
China, Thibet, Japan, and other countries in which Buddh- 
ism prevails. Other authorities, and notably Mr. E. B. 
Tylor, whose opinion on the subject must have great weight, 
consider that these and other facts point to a comparatively 
recent intercourse between Mexico and eastern Asia, prob-. 
ably dating after the Christian era. Mr. Vining has under- 
taken to show that the record of this intercourse is actually 
found both in Chinese history and in Mexican tradition. 

In the year 499 of our era, a shaman, or Buddhist priest, 
named Hwui Shan, is said to have arrived in China from a 
country styled by him Fu-sang, and declared to be situated 
some thousands of miles eastward of Asia. Hwui Shan 
was examined by an officer of the imperial court, whose 
report of his statements is preserved by Chinese historians. 
From his account the people of Fu-sang would seem to have 
been tolerably well civilized, and of superior moral qualities. 
Their country derived its name from a valuable tree, or 
plant, which abounded in it. The bark of this fu-sang tree 
supplied them with thread, of which they made cloth, and 
also with paper, on which they wrote in ‘literary charac- 
ters.’ They had no military weapons or armor, and did not

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wage war. They had no citadels or walled cities. Their 
king was styled ‘the Chief of Multitudes,’ and had below 
him three orders of nobility. Two prisons existed, one in 
the south for persons guilty of light offences, and the other 
in the north for those whose misdeeds were more serious. 
A nobleman who committed a crime was judged in a public 
assembly, and if found guilty was smothered in ashes. The 
Fu-sang people had horse-carts, cattle-carts, and deer-carts. 
They had copper, but no iron ; and gold and silver were 
not valued. Hwui Shan added other particulars of less im- 
portance, and closed with the remarkable statement that in 
the year 458 of our era a party of five mendicant monks 
from Ki-pin (or Cophene, now Cabul, in Afghanistan) went 
on a voyage to Fu-sang, and made Buddha’s rules and his 
religious books and images known to the people, ‘and 
finally reformed the rudeness of their customs.’ Mr. Vining 
and other writers suppose the fu-sang to have been the agave, 
or Mexican aloe, a plant from which, as is well known, 
excellent cloth and paper are made. But the term ‘ fu-sang’ 
is said to mean the ‘ useful mulberry ;’ and it is equally well 
known that the tree commonly called the ‘ paper-mulberry ’ 
furnishes both clothing and paper to the inhabitants of 
Japan, the Loo-Choo group, and other islands of the Pacific. 
It will occur to every reader that while some of the descrip- 
tions of Hwui Shan might apply to Mexico and its people, 
many of them seem wholly inapplicable. The natives who 
were found by the Spaniards in Mexico were of all people the 
most addicted to war. 
with its frightful divinities and its human sacrifices, was as 
far as possible removed from the gentle charity of Buddhism. 
They had neither horses nor cattle. Of the two places of 
' confinement there is no trace. They had, indeed, as Mr. 
Vining has pointed out, the custom of smothering under 
ashes persons guilty of certain heinous crimes. This seems 
a striking coincidence, until we find that the Chinese word 
in Hwui Shan’s report which is translated ‘ ashes’ means 
also ‘lime’ and ‘dust.’ Burying criminals alive is a mode 
of execution which has been common in many countries. 

It is not surprising that many scholars, including such 
distinguished orientalists as Klaproth and Dr. S. Wells Will- 
iams, have refused to assent to the theory which identifies 
Fu-sang with Mexico. They prefer to look for it in Japan, 
Saghalien, or the Loo-Choo*gro'xp, or else to hold with the 
modern Chinese that Fu-sang was merely a fairyland—an 
Atlantis or Laputa,—and the supposed report of Hwui 
Shan the work of an Oriental Psalmanazar or Swift. Mr. 
Vining, however, argues against these objections with much 
force and acuteness. He points out that great changes must 
have occurred in Mexico after the date of Hwui Shan’s 
voyage, and especially from the time when the peaceful and 
industrious Toltecs were displaced by their warlike Aztec 
conquerors. The cattle he supposes to have been buffaloes. 
The word rendered ‘ horse’ meant perhaps some other ani- 
mal ; or possibly horses then existed on this continent, and 
afterwards became extinct. As for Buddhism, he finds 
traces of it everywhere. Quetzalcoatl was a Buddhist 
teacher, and probably the leader of the five missionaries 
from Ki-pin. A reminiscence or reflection of Gautama 
Buddha himself, as depicted by these missionaries, is dis- 
cerned by the author in all the so-called ‘ culture-heroes’ 
of Central and South America. He became Cukulcan in 
’ Yucatan, Votan in Guatemala, Bochica among the Muyscas 
of New Grenada, Pay Suma among the Guaranis of Brazil, 
and Viracocha in Peru. A vast wave of Buddhism seems 
to have swept over the greater part of the continent. 

All this is wild enough. It is impossible not to admire 
the industry and ingenuity manifested in this volume, and 
not to respect the conscientious exactness with which the 
author sets forth all the facts and evidences, whether they 
tell in favor of his view or against it. But it is evident that 
his theory has become a hobby which has carried him be- 
na the bounds of good judgment. This circumstance, 

owever, must not be allowed to bias us unduly against his 
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main conclusions. That a party of Buddhist pilgrims may 
have found their way to America in the Fifth Century of our 
era, and that the result of their teachings appears in the 
notable resemblance between the Mexican and Hindoo cal- 
endars, and the other singular coincidences which have im- 
pressed such cautious investigators as Humboldt, Tylor, and 
Prescott, is by no means unlikely. There is one species of 
evidence which would be decisive on this point. The narra- 
tive of Hwui Shan, as we have seen, distinctly affirms that 
‘ Buddha’s religious books and images’ were made known 
among the people of Fu-sang. Mr. Vining believes that 
Buddhist images and temples abounded in Mexico ; and he 
finds many relics of them. The resemblances in these cases, 
however, may be merely accidental, and cannot be said to 
really prove anything. Let him discover a single pre- 
Columbian inscription in Mexico, or elsewhere in America, 
couched in any alphabetic or hieroglyphic characters now 
or formerly used by Asiatic Buddhists, and his case will be 
established. Until this is done, he must be content with a 
verdict of ‘ not proven.’ 


American Presbyterianism.” * 
PRESBYTERIANISM in Great Britain and in America has 
not lacked historians, but the significance of Dr. Briggs’s 
book is largely in the fact that it shows the relation between 
the. Presbyterian Church in the two countries with a fulness 
and accuracy not hitherto attained. This is due in part to 
the alertness of a fresh, vigorous mind, which grasps things 
in their mutual relations, and in part to the discovery of old 
documents which have been lying for generations in the un- 
explored archives of ecclesiastical bodies and institutions of 
learning. The energy which made these discoveries possi- 
ble appears also in the book which owes so much to them, 
Its chapters are written not only out of a full knowledge, 
but also with the enthusiasm of the explorer, and yet with 
none of the crudeness of pioneer work. From the nature of 
the case the earlier part of the volume shows the greater 
originality, because the new material relates largely to the 
Seventeenth Century. It gives information as to countless 
details, but is perhaps chiefly important as showing conclu- 
sively how various the influences and diverse the elements 
were which had from the outset combined to form American 
Presbyterianism, and how completely its early principles and 
practice committed it to breadth of view and catholicity of 
ecclesiastical life. In such a light the subsequent history 
takes on a new coloring. The great controversy—¢.g., 
between verbal and substantial assent to the Westminster 
symbols,—which was carried on by the Presbyterians of 
America in the first third of the Eighteenth Century, can- 
not be understood if we leave the earlier facts out of ac- 
count. And although the history as here given closes with 
the Revolution, it is not without vital meaning for the eccle- 
siastical discussions of our own day that the problems of 
religious life and thought which agitated other centuries are 
handled with such breadth and force. 

It is not only the ecclesiastic, however, who will be at- 
tracted toward these pages. The student of early American 
history will find things here to surprise and instruct him. A 
long appendix contains thirty or more original documents, 
full of novel and fruitful information. Most striking among 
these is an unsigned letter, which the author, by very acute 
literary criticism, shows to have been written by John Eliot, 
in 1650. It describes the New England churches, as they 
then were, and has enabled Dr. Briggs to construct a most 
interesting map. Other letters, acts, etc., almost rival this 
in value. There is much in the book that bears on the local 
history of New York and the surrounding country. Few 
persons are aware how closely the early growth of this city 
and neighboring towns is bound up with the history of 
their churches. Dr. Briggs is a Presbyterian by strong 
conviction, and it is not unlikely that while the ultra-con- 
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servatives within that Church may object to some of his 
deductions from the newly-published facts (the facts them- 
selves cannot be denied), he will have to face criticism from 
the irritated representatives of other branches of the Church. 
But he hopes for a church more inclusive than Presbyterian- 
ism has been orcan be. ‘It is the stepping-stone,’ he says, 
“to something higher and grander yet to come, when the 
Spirit of God shall be poured out in richer measure and in 
more abounding gifts and graces upon the Christian world, 
in order to a revival of religion which will transcend the 
Protestant Reformation by its omnipotent energy and world- 
wide sweep.’ To the broad and hopeful spirit which 
breathes in these words, thousands will subscribe who can- 
not quite put themselves at the author’s point of view. 


“ The Dynamiter.’’* 

Wuen, on the last page of ‘ The New Arabian Nights,’ a 
revolution hurled the Prince of Bohemia from his hereditary 
throne, and we beheld him embarked in mercantile life in 
the British metropolis which he loved so well, we closed 
the book with a depressing conviction that we had seen the 
last of the chivalrous potentate with whom we had passed 
safely through so many perilous adventures. On the first 
page of ‘ The Dynamiter,’ however—or on the second, to be 
strictly literal,—our old friend re-appears, ‘ grave, smiling 
and urbane,’ asin the days gone by ; no longer a prince, yet 
still ‘the handsomest tobacconist in London.’ Our fancy 
at once prepares itself for flight, foreseeing a second series 
of adventures as marvellous as the first, with Theophilus 
Goodall as protagonist instead of Prince Florizel, but with 
no other change in the leading ré/e than that of the player’s 
name. 

This expectation is disappointed. Prince Florizel’s ad- 
venturous career is ended. He reappears, as we have said, 
but only as a spectator. His fighting days are over, and his 
place in the ranks is ‘rattled around in,’ if not filled, by 
three young gentlemen who make the Bohemian Cigar Divan, 
in Rupert Street, Soho, the starting-point of their pursuit 
of the goddess Chance. Meeting after years of separation 
in the small but commodious and ornate establishment of 
Mr. Goodall, Messrs. Paul Somerset, Edward Challoner and 
Harry Desborough set forth to repair their fallen fortunes, 
if possible, by amateur detective work. An advertise- 
ment in the Standard, offering a thousand dollars reward 
for information as to the identity of a certain man, ‘ six feet 
in height, with shoulders disproportionately broad, close 
shaved, with black mustaches, and wearing a sealskin great 

*coat,’ has caught the eye of Somerset, and fired his imag- 
ination, and the quest of adventure and reward is under- 
taken at his instigation. He himself is the only one of the 
three who has any aptitude for the profession ; and though 
he discovers the wearer of the sealskin coat, it is purely by 
accident ; and an absurd sense of honor prevents his deliver- 
ing him up to justice. The advertisement in the Standard 
was inserted by the police, and the man in the sealskin coat 
proves to be the dynamiter from whom the book derives its 
name. The volume consists of the prologue and epilogue 
of the Cigar Divan, introducing and reviewing six or seven 
thrilling stories which together make a well-united whole. 
As compared with the earlier series of new Arabian tales, 
they show no falling-off in imagination, no loss of ingenuity 
in the construction of a plot, no decrease in the author’s 
power of vivid description and lucid narrative. Mr. Steven- 
son’s literary skill is unsurpassed by that of any story-teller 
of the present day. The Mormon story in the present vol- 
ume, and the ‘ Story of the Fair Cuban,’ are highly imagi- 
native, and encourage a hope that the author may some day 
give us a book containing but a single story, wrought out at 
a length and with a seriousness lacking in those which he 
has thus far been impelled to write. The result could not

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be otherwise than gratifying to his present admirers, and it - 
would have the effect of giving a wider extent and firmer 
basis to a reputation that is already very high. 


A Hindu Novel.* 

Tue Hindu slightly affected by English newspapers and 
English forms of fiction is a not uninteresting spectacle in 
the present days, when the future of England depends so 
much on the faithfulness of her Indian subjects. Baukim 
Chandra Chatterjee may owe something to his English 
translator ; but when one considers plot and all it is plain 
that some influence has been at work changing him from 
the complete Oriental. As Nagendra Natha, a rich young 
planter, floats down the Ganges, on a trip to Calcutta, dur- 
ing which he is to come across a beautiful young orphan, 
Kunda Nandini, who is to supplant his wife in his affections, 
and plunge his family into wretchedness, these are some of 
the scenes on the banks : : 

* Herdsmen were grazing their,cattle—one sitting under a 
tree singing, another smoking, some fighting, others eating. 
Inland, husbandmen were driving the plough, beating the 
oxen, lavishing abuse upon them, in which the owner shared. 
The wives of the husbandmen, bearing vessels full of water, 
some carrying a torn quilt, or a dirty mat, wearing a silver 
amulet around the neck, a ring in the nose, bracelets of 
brass on the arm, with unwashed garments, their skins 
blacker than ink, their hair unkempt, formed a chattering 
crowd. Among them one beauty was rubbing her head with 
mud, another beating a child, a third speaking with a neigh- 
bor in abuse of some nameless person, a fourth beating 
clothes on a plank. Further on, ladies from respectable 
villages adorned the ghads (landing-steps) with their appear- 
ance—the elders conversing, the middle-aged worshipping 
Siva, the young covering their faces and plunging into the 
water ; the boys and girls screaming, playing with mud, 
stealing the flowers offered in worship, swimming, throwing 
water over every one, sometimes stepping up to a lady, 
snatching away the image of Siva from her, and running off 
with it. The Brahmans, good tranquil men, recited the 
praises of Ganga (the sacred river Ganges) and performed 
their worship, sometimes, as they wiped their streaming hair, 

* casting glances at the younger women.’ 

The quotation is given to show the Hindu’s descriptive 
style. In dialogue he is direct and childlike, but less Euro- 
pean. The life of a rich Hindu is so ditferent, the motives 
and acts of his household so peculiar to our ideas, that a 
very pleasing novelty is the result. He is elaborate in 
describing the complicated structure in which the planter, his 
wife and her maids, the family dependents and the poor re- 
lations of the master, live in various states of peace and 
quarrelsomeness. The growth of Nagendra’s passion for 
Kunda Nandini, whom he has befriended, is well told, and 
the heroism of his wife is apparent, however widely a Western 
judge would differ from her conception of her duty under 
the circumstances. It speaks well for the Hindu author's 
understanding of women that he makes her, after the sacri- 
fice of self involved in promoting the marriage of Kunda to 
her husband, escape and wander away, as Damayanti when 
deserted by Nala. The poisoning of herself by Kunda 
Nandini, when she finds that the man who has broken his 
wife’s heart has also lost his affection for herself, comes as 
near true pathos as possible. She lays her head on his feet 
and dies with the fidelity of a pet animal. The situation is 
polygamous : there is no bar to Nagendra having several 
wives, but he will not take even Kunda at first for fear of 
hurting his wife’s feelings. His cousin, a dissipated fellow, 
made so by a scold of a wife, adopts another line. He be- 
comes a free-thinker, advocates the remarriage of widows— 
an abomination in India,—and has a criminal intrigue with 
Hira, a clever young woman of the rich man’s household.

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The author is sarcastic enough to make him found a Bramo 
Somaj, put him through various villanies, and kill him at 
the end with a terrible disease. 

The morality of the book is good, even delicate ; but 
though the translation does not always call a spade a spade, 
there is plenty of that humanness which Western novelists 
fear to give. Altogether, this is one of the queerest and 
most attractive novels of the year. Mr. Edward Arnold 
vouches for the author as ‘a native gentleman of Bengal, 
of superior intellectual acquisitions, who ranks unquestion- 
ably as the first living writer of fiction in his Presidency,’ 
and patronises him and his translator in a preface. 


President Cromwell.’’ * 

Ir 1s generally conceded that there is a great deal of art 
in the way of putting things. Never has this been better 
exemplified than it was at the theatre last winter when Irv- 
ing and Ellen Terry played in the drama of ‘ Charles I.’ 
Probably not a person in the audience ever cared anything 
about the Stuarts, and a very large proportion of the spec- 
tators had undoubtedly been taught from their youth up to 
despise them heartily. It is also probable that every indi- 
vidual present was a good hater of kings and the strongest 
believer possible in republican and democratic institutions. 
Yet the skill of the dramatist and the actors combined 
twisted the hearts of the audience to their own ends, until 
at every ‘ Long live the King !’ or ‘ uncover in the presence 
of your King!’ the republican hearers fairly rose to their 
feet and shouted with enthusiasm. They were not really 
converted ; it was merely the instinct of loyalty that they 
were applauding ; a loyalty which personally they preferred 
to feel for institutions and principles rather than for rulers, 
but which they recognized in its other form when rebellion 
came in conflict with sovereign law. Notwithstanding the 
fine excitement of the moment, however, it was natural that 
sober second-thought the next day should reflect that the 
play had been rather dubiously royal as well as loyal, and 
that somebody ‘should feel tempted to try and write a play 
in which Cromwell should be allowed his point of view. 

Mr. George Alfred Townsend comes forward as Crom- 
well’s champion, in a drama which he calls ‘ President 
Cromwell,’ and in which it is his object, as he states in the 
preface, to change the Cromwell represented recently on the 
boards as ‘a covetous ruffian,’ into a ‘ Puritan, knight, 
citizen, father, practical joker, mystic, great minister, every- 
thing which a mean Englishman cannot respect, but which 
an American ought to be ashamed not to honor.’ We are 
not entirely re-assured by this manner of throwing down the 
glove ; still, we are interested in this side of the question 
and curious to see what the ardent advocate can make out 
for the case. We are somewhat interested and considerably 
surprised as the play goes on—a play, by the way, which it 
is hard to conceive of as being actually put upon the stage. 
But when all is said and done, what has been accomplished 
in Cromwell’s behalf? Nothing, that we can see. When 
we finish the drama, we do not carry away with us the 
slightest increase to our respect or our enthusiasm. In the 
first place, the drama comes to nothing. Every drama is to 
be judged, as the ladies judge their novels, by looking at the 
end first. There must be something tremendous there, or 
all the wit and all the ‘ situations’ and all the fine acting in 
the world, will not carry it off as a successful play. A story 
can stop, but a drama must culminate. Mr. Townsend’s 
‘Cromwell’ does not culminate. When the curtain falls, 
his hero, who had been thinking a little bit about letting 
himself be made a king, decides to go on being a ‘ protector ;’ 
that is all. If you are a Little Marchioness capable of 
‘making believe very hard,’ you may find it a fine thing 
that Mr. Townsend lets Cromwell think a great deal of the 
grand title of President ; but then as he didn’t really, what

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is the use of your pleasurable glow over the idea? The in- 
troduction of Charles II. in disguise among Cromwell's peo- 
ple—perhaps the cleverest conception on the part of the 
dramatist—rests on a basis of such extremely slight histori- 
cal possibility, as to lose in its improbability all the advan- 
tage of the fine situation it would have been if it had ever 
really existed. Altogether, it seems as if the Protector were 
still waiting to be protected. 


‘‘Educational Classics.” * 

Messrs. Ginn & Company—formerly Ginn, Heath & 
Co.—are the publishers of 4 new and important series of 
works, in two distinct ‘libraries,’ which they call respec- 
tively Educational Classics and a Pedagogical Library, the 
design of which is to introduce to American readers peda- 
gogic works and methods which have originated abroad, with 
their possible application to home methods and institutions. 
The open-mindedness of Americans in this field has become 
proverbial. Their teachableness and the hospitality with 
which they welcome all systems and every experiment is a 


matter of universal knowledge. In contributing further ~ 


means for the enlightenment of our teaching world, the 
editors and translators engaged in this double series are 
doing a work which cannot fail of recognition and utility. 
Of the Educational Classics two volumes have now appeared 
—both celebrated romances which, following in some degree 
Xenophon’s ‘ Cyropedeia’ and Fénelon’s ‘ Télémaque,’ 
throw into the form of fiction educational theories of the 
highest interest and significance, and thus command a wider 
circle of readers than a dry treatise on pedagogics could 
ever hope to reach. The ‘ Emile’ (1) is translated from 
the French edition of M. Jules Steeg, who has undertaken 
to prepare a judicious series of extracts from the three- 
volume original. These extracts bear on Rousseau’s pecul- 
iar theories of education and the training of youths and 
children, theories wonderfully anticipative of modern 
methods and now no longer peculiar. Rid of the prolixity 
and extravagance in which, as in mummy-cloths, the original 
wraps them, these theories come out distinctly in the copious 
extracts of Miss Worthington’s book and appear in a pleas- 
ing if not altogether accurate English form, acceptable to 
those who do not read French. 

In Pestalozzi’s’ romance (2) we have another huge educa- 
tional work boiled down and condensed, so that the Ameri- 
can edition represents only about one-fifth of the German 
original. In essentials, however, the separate editions are 
at one. 
and she has preserved the main items and framework of her 
author in such a way as to furnish her English reader all the 
necessary information on Pestalozzi’s views. According to 
these views the little village of Bonnal, about which the in- 
terest centres, is the world ; the drunken bailiff, who is one 
of its citizens, is intemperance and all the influences which 
degrade society ; and Gertrude is the Good Teacher by 
whom alone the world is to be saved, if it is to be saved 
at all. Bonnal through Gertrude’s efforts becomes a model 
village, and the means by which she accomplishes her results 
are developed step by step as the story proceeds. Base- 
dow, Pestalozzi, and Froebel are an educational trinity 
whose light has long filled the world, and who lit their 
torches at the ‘ Emile’ of the impassioned Switzer, Jean- 
Jacques Rousseau. 

Vol. I. of the ‘ Pedagogical Library,’ which is concerned 
with ‘ Methods of Teaching History’ (3), is now in its sec- 
ond edition. It contains many essays and reference lists on 
this topic from the pens of an association of scholars and 
literary men such as Andrew D. White, C. K. Adams, Col. 
T. W. Higginson, Prof. J. R. Seeley, H. B. Adams, and

Miss Channing has made an excellent adaptation, 
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G. S. Morris. This collection of essays makes no preten- 
sion to completeness, or to systematic treatment of the sub- 
ject, but it is suggestive in the highest degree and contains a 
mass of miscellaneous wisdom drawn from rich and varied 
experience. Colonel Higginson asks ‘ why children dislike 
history,’ and replies very sensibly that it is because it deals 
too little in concrete things and vivid realizations of scenes 
and epochs. Others go more fully into the practical and 
political aspects of the subject, into the study of archeology 
as accessory to history, the philosophy of history, and the 
use of the public libraries in its study. Recast and re- 
written as it is, this and the first edition of ‘ Methods of 
Teaching History’ form an extremely valuable addition to 
the historical teacher’s apparatus.

Some Literary Diplomats. 


Literary achievement has been recognized in the recent 
appointment of Judge J. B. Stallo to be Minister to Italy, 
of R. H. Stoddard to be Consul-General at Athens, and of 
W. L. Alden to be Consul-General at Rome. Judge Stallo, a 
German metaphysician, is probably best known in the liter- 
ary and scientific world by his ‘Concepts and Theories of 
Modern Physics,’ in the International Scientific Series—a 
work which we had occasion to describe three years ago as 
neither profound in its analysis nor sound in its conclusions. 
He is a laborious student and a clear and vigorous writer. 
Mr. Stoddard is the well-known poet, critic andeditor. For 
some years past he has had charge of the literary depart- 
ment of Zhe Mail and Express. When somewhat imperti- 
nently asked whether he had any literary work in view when 
he sought the position he has just received, he replied ‘ No ; 
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for, in the first place, I did not ask for that appointment, 
but for another one for which I was advised to ask. But 
they seemed to think I was nothing but a scribbler, and had 
no business qualifications. Why, I’m a business man. I 
served over I7 years in the New York Custom House. So, 
you see, Iam aman of considerable business experience.’ 
Well, will you go to Athens?’ asked the reporter. ‘No, 
I shall not. There are no more Elgin marbles to be found 
there, and for the expenses of the trip there and back I 
could get a first-class funeral here. You see it is a question 
of working myself to death here or in Athens." Mr. Alden, 
who has done so much to lighten and brighten the editorial 
page of Zhe New York Times, is said to be a good Italian 
scholar, and in favor both at the Vatican and the Italian 
Court. The Zimes disclaims having sought his appoint- 
ment, which so far as itself is concerned it regards as an 
affliction. Zhe Sun thinks that some compensation for the 
free-thinking of the new Minister to Italy may be found in the 
fact that the new Consul-General who accompanies him to 
Rome ‘ is both a pious Christian of the Anglican or Episco- 
palian communion, and a very learned ecclesiologist. At 
the same time, his pronounced sentiments in favor of ritual- 
ism carry him far, but we trust not too far, toward the con- 
fines of the greatest of all churches, the Church of St. Peter.’ 


The Lounger 


As I sat at lunch last Tuesday in a restaurant in Lafayette 
Place, well known to the —— fraternity, I was startled by 
a cry of ‘Stop thief!’ and hurrying to the window caught sight 
of a gray Derby, a black coat, and a clean pair of heels, turnin 
the corner of Fourth Street and disappearing in the direction o 
Broadway. A score of men were in hot pursuit; but no one 
attempted to head off the runaway, and as he had a good start, 
I supposed he would escape. In a few minutes, however, he re- 

sed the window under the safe conduct of a member of the 
roadway Squad, attended by a crowd of men and children. 
The nee of the Astor Library followed, bareheaded and 
breathless. It was he who had raised the hue and cry and 
though he had fallen behind in the chase, he managed to get 
back in time to usher the policeman and his prisoner into the 
spacious seclusion of the Astor monument. 


For some time past, the files of the magazines preserved in 
the Astor Library have been systematically mutilated by one of 
the readers who enjoy the privileges of that institution without 
cost. The little man of the gray Derby was suspected of being 
the offender. A watch was set, and as he left the building last 
Tuesday, the doorkeeper was sent in pursuit of him—with the 
result above described. It is seldom that the quiet of Lafayette 
Place is broken by any excitement less novel than the passage of 
a fire-engine ; and as to the Library itself—well, after a brief 
probation in its noiseless alcoves, one would contemplate with 
equanimity a life-sentence to solitary confinement. To rob a 
free library is as mean an act as a man could well be found 
guilty of. I should like to believe that the culprit in the present 
case was a victim of temporary insanity, superinduced by the 
dreariness and dead silence of his surroundings. 


A FRIEND in London sends me a copy of an unpublished letter 
which throws a flood of light on the , denon te misery of a man 
whose life was, in an unusual degree and with world-wide re- 
sults, devoted to the regeneration of his fellowmen. John 
Wesley was married in February 1751, to Mrs. Mary Vazeille, 
‘a merchant's widow in Threadneedle Street,’ who possessed a 
fortune of about $50,000, secured to herself and her four chil- 
dren. He was forty-eight, she forty-one. His biographer, the 
Rev. L. Tyerman, says of their marriage that it ‘ was, in a — 
degree, an act of folly ; and, properly enough, to the end of life, 
both of them were made to suffer a serious penalty.’ Mary's 
life ended ten years before her husband’s. She died in 1781, 
after having made him miserable for thirty years. Wesley sur- 
vived her, living to the ripe age ot eighty-eight. In a worldly 
way, he had gained nothing = marriage. It lost him his 
fellowship at Oxford, and at least temporarily alienated his 
brother Charles and his wife. The letter itself shows what the 
Founder of Methodism had to put up with in his own household : 
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CoLEForD, Oct. 23, 1759. 

Dear MOLLy :—I will tell you simply and plainly the things wch. 
I dislike. If you remove them, well. It not, am but where I was. 
I dislike your showing any one my letters and private papers without 
my leave. This never did any Good yet, either to you or me, or any 
one. It.only sharpens and embitters your own Spirit. And the 
same Effect it naturally has upon Others. The same it would have 
upon me, but that (by the Grace of God) I do not think of it. It can 
do no It can never bring me nearer, tho’ it may drive me 
further off. And should you do as you often threaten me, then the 
matter is over. I know what I.have todo. In all this you are fight- 
ing against yourself. You are frustrating your own purpose, if you 
want me to love you. You take just the wrong way. No one ever 
was forced to love another. It cannot be: Love can only be won by 
softness : Foul Means avail nothing. But you say, ‘I have tried Fair 

eans and they did not succeed.’ If they do not none will. Then 
you have only to say ‘ This Evil is of the Lord : Iam Clay in his Hand.’ 

I dislike, 2, Not having the Command of my own House; not 
being at liberty to invite even my nearest Relations, so much as to 
drink a Dish of Tea without disobliging you. I dislike, 3, The being 
myself a Prisoner in my own House: the having my Chamber door 
watched continually so that no Person can go in or out, but such as 
have your Good Leave. I dislike, 4, The being but a prisoner at 

, even when I go abroad, inasmuch as you are highly disgusted, 
if Ido not give you an Account of every Place I go to, and every 
Person with whom I converse. I dislike, 5, The not being safe in my 
own House. My House is mot my Castle. I cannot call even my 
Study, even my Bureau, my own. They are liable to be plundered 
every day. You say, ‘I plunder you of nothing but Papers.’ I am 
not sure of that. ow is it possible I should? I miss money too, 
and he that will steal a Pin will steal a Pound. But were it so, a 
Scholar’s Papers are his treasure ; My Journal in particular. ‘ But I 
took only such Papers as relate to Sarah Ryan and Sarah Crosby.’ 
That is not true :—What are Mr. Landey’s Letters to Them ? Besides, 
you have taken Parts of my Journal which relate to neither One nor 
the Other. I dislike, 6, Your Treatment of my Servants (tho' indeed 
they are not properly Mine). You do all that in you lies to make 
their Lives a Burden tothem. You brow-beat, harrass, rate them like 
Dogs, make them afraid to speak tome. You treat them with such 
Haughtiness, Sternness, Sourness, Surliness, Illnature as never were 
known in any House of mine, for near a dozen years. You forget 
even Good breeding, and use such coarse Language as befits none but 
a Fishwife. 

I dislike, 7, Your talking against me behind my back, and that 
every Day and almost every Hour of-the Day ; making my Faults 
(real or supposed) the standing Topic of your Conversation. I dis- 
like, 8, Your Slandering me, laying to my charge things which you 
know are false. Such are (to go but a few days back) ‘ That I beat 
you.” Which you told James Burges. That I rode to Kingswood 
with Sarah Ryan, which you told Sarah Rigby ; and that I required 
you, when we were first married, never to sit in my presence without 
my leave. Which you told Mrs. Lee, Mrs. Fry, and several others ; 
And stood to it before my face. _I dislike, 9, Your common Custom 
of saying things not true. To instance only in two or three Particu- 
lars. Youtold Mr. Ireland ‘ Mr. Vazzilla learnt Spanish in a Fort- 
night.’ You told Mr. Fry ‘ Mrs. Ellison was the author as to my In- 
trigue in Georgia.’ You told Mrs. Ellison ‘ You never said any such 
thing: you never charged her with it.’ You also told her, ‘ That I 
had laid a Plot to serve You as Susannah was served by the two 
Elders.’ I dislike, 10, your extreme, immeasurable Bitterness to all 
who endeavour to defend my Character (as my Brother, Joseph Jones, 
Clayton Carthy), breaking out even into foul, unmannerly Language ; 
such as ought not to defile a Gentlewoman’s lips, if she did not believe 
one Word of the Bible. 

And now; Molly, what would any one advise you to, that has a 
real Concern for your Happiness? Certainly, 1, To show, read, touch 
those Letters no more ; i you did not restore them to their proper 
owner: 2, To allow me the command of my own House, with free 
Leave to invite thither whom I please: 3, To allow me my Liberty 
there that any who will may come to me, without Let or Hindrance : 
4, To let me go where I please, and to whom I please, without giving 
an Account to any: 5, To assure me, you will take no more of my 
Papers, nor any thing of mine, without my Consent: 6, To treat all 
the servants where you are (whether you like them or no) with 
Courtesy and Humanity, and to speak (if you speak at all) to them, 
as well as Others, with Good nature, and Good manners: 7, To speak 
no evil of me behind my back: 8, Never to accuse me falsely : 9, To 
be extremely cautious of saying anything that is not strictly true, both 
as to the Matter and Manner, and, 10, To avoid all Bitterness of 
Expression, till you can avoid all Bitterness of Spirit. 

These are the Advices, which I now give you in the Fear of God, 
and in tender Love to Your Soul. Nor can I give you a Stronger 
Proof that I am, your affectionate husband, Joun WESLEY.

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“Mr. Lowell’s Arrival. 


[Boston despatch to The Philadelphia Press.] 


THE erect bearing and strong, genial face of James Russell 
Lowell made him a conspicuous f re in the gsoup of cabin 
passengers on the deck of the Scythia as she steamed into her 
dock at East Boston this morning (Saturday, June 20]. His 
beard is much grayer, and his hair more silvery than when he 
was last in America, but his step is brisk, and his health appar- 
ently perfect. He was dressed in deep mourning. Only a few 
of his friends were at the dock to meet him. Among them were 
Mrs. Burnett, Mr. Lowell’s only daughter, and her husband. 
The Ex-minister did not leave the vessel till 8 o’clock, by which 
time numerous friends had gathered. Mr. Lowell said that his 
voyage had been a delightful one, but he was very glad to be at 
home again. Almost his first inquiry was on the present 
state of affairs in English politics. ‘When I left,’ said he, 
‘things were in a very unsettled condition. I suppose Lord 
Salisbury is forming a new Cabinet. Has it been completed 
yet? He isa very able leader, and will undoubtedly make a 
successful Ministry. But there is yet much trouble ahead for 
him. The Dedistribution Bill is to be passed, and then there 
will be a new election. It will be a critical period for him, and 
it is possible that the Liberals may yet secure control of the 
Government. 

‘I foresaw the defeat of the Gladstone Ministry some time 
ago, but the Conservatives will find that they must largely oe 
tern after his policy concerning the government of Ireland. His 
policy was to give the Irish more than justice demanded. He 
conceded all that was possible. Why, Irish farmers have vastly 
more advantages than Scottish or English farmers. They are 
beginning to see this. This Irish question will be settled peace- 
ably. They are human as well as the English, about one-fourth 
of them are er ane loyal to the Government, and a much 
larger ee would like to be, but they are overawed by 
some of their leaders. 

‘ These Irish leaders are a peculiar people. They talk for the 
sake of talking and do not pay much attention to what they are 
saying, nor do they stop to consider the effect of their language. 
I believe Mr. Parnell is thoroughly in earnest and sincere in his 
efforts in behalf of his countrymen. But many of them are not | 
so earnest. Wealthy Irishmen do not seem to have a very warm 
attachment for their country. They seem to prefer living in 
London or Paris. Ido not see how by any other policy Ireland 
can be separated from England. The natural location of the 
two countries forbids it’ The country that frees Ireland must 
first conquer England, and then Ireland would be just as poorly 
off as her people say she now is. The countries are too close to 
admit of two different governments. There was much talk 
about annexing Ireland to the United States, but the absurdity 
of that idea is plain on its face. Why, all the so-called navy of 
the United States could not protect her property. I say so- 
calléd, tor in reality our country has no navy, but J don’t know 
but that we are just as well off as though we had an extensive 
fleet of gunboats. An English naval officer told me only a short 
time ago that our policy with regard to a navy was, on the 
whole, the best. ‘‘ Do not create a navy,”’ said he, ‘* until you 
need it, and then build your vessels with all the latest modern 
improvements.”’ I deol not but that he is right. Of course, it 
would take a little time and would cause an enormous outlay of 
money. 
eb don’t think, however, that we will be called upon to use a 
navy against England right away. The relations between the 
two countries could not be more pleasant or friendly. Yet, war 
is not an impossibility. We have English blood in our veins, 
and we have just as much English pride as those across the 
water. Neither country would consent to be bulldozed, but that 
is not likely to occur. The policy that has been maintained 
between the two countries is, I think, the wisest that could be 
pursued, and I am confident that my successor will do just 
right. Mr. Phelps is a man of tee ability ; personally he is . 
one of the pleasantest gentlemen I ever met. I am sure that the 
interests of our country will not suffer in his hands.’ Mr. Lowell 
thought that Lord Salisbury would also carry out Mr. Glad- 
stone’s policy concerning the Anglo-Russian dispute. ‘ He is of 
the war party, but now that the responsibility rests upon his 
shoulders he will be very careful how he involves the whole con- 
tinent of Europe in a war, for that is what a declaration of war 
between England and Russia would mean. I have never thought 
from the first that there would be war. I see that much was 
said about its probable effect upon trade in our country, but it 
would not have been so advantageous as has been supposed.’ 
The change in the Ministry would have wrought no cates in 
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the relations of Mr. Lowell to the English Government. ‘I 
could not have been more pleasantly situated,’ said he. ‘Had 
it not been for the change in my family relations, I should prob- 
ably have stayed in England. There is nothing but English 
blood in mv veins, and I have often remarked that I was just as 
much an oe as they were.’ 

Mr. Lowell regretted greatly the delay in the arrival of the 
Scythia, which prevented a reception which Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Lieutenant-Governor Ames, Rev. E. E. Hale, D.D., 
Mr. J. G. Thorpe and others had prepared for him yesterday. 
The party went down the harbor on the revenue cutter Gallatin, 
but were re to return without their expected guest. He 
inquired how Class Day was observed at Harvard and expressed 
regret that he could not have joined in the festivities of the occa- 
sion. He anticipated a pleasant reunion with friends and class- 
mates at the commencement exercises. He will be the lion of 
the day at Cambridge, on Wednesday. His home ‘ Elmwood’ 
being now occupied by Ole Bull’s widow, he will spend a few 
weeks with his daughter in Southboro. 


Hugo’s Verse and Prose. 
[From The Saturday Review.] 
THE extraordinary strength of M. Victor Hugo’s constitution 
made it not certain that he might not survive even the attack 
which came on him a fortnight ago, and it enabled him to battle 


_ with the enemy in a manner altogether astonishing in a man of 


his age. But that age itself made a fatal result, though not cer- 
tain, far too probable, and the anxiety which was at last fulfilled 
had but too good grounds. No recent illness of any Frenchman 
has excited anything like the feeling which this has called forth, 
and all — have united in a manner, unfortunately less com- 
mon in France than elsewhere, to mourn the greatest of living 
Frenchmen, the last very great man whom France has to boast. 

Victor Hugo's biography contains, as is well known, not many 
incidents striking for other than literary reasons ; and its liter- 
ary particulars, if given at length, would more than fill the space 
here available. It is sufficient to remind the reader that the poet 
who became a count and peer of the July Monarchy, a senator 
of the Third Republic, and a member a the Académie Fran- 

ise, was born at Besancon on the 26th’of February, 1802. His 

ther was a soldier of the Republic and the Empire, by birth a 
Lorrainer ; his mother was a Breton of good dourgeois stock and 
a fervent Royalist. The boy very early accompanied his parents 
to Italy and Spain, but was chiefly brought up in Paris, where 
the deserted convent of the Feuillantines gave him a home, not 
without influence on his tastes and feelings. At seventeen he 
became a contributor to the Royalist-romantic Conservateur 
Littéraire, and shortly after won prizes at the Jeux Floraux of 
Toulouse. His first volume of Odes appeared in 1822, and of the 
more than sixty years that have suis cites, only the minority 
have failed to witness the issue of some new book of his. It is 
impossible to retell here the thrice-told stories of the formation 
of the first romantic cénacle, of the struggles and triumph of 
‘Hernani,’ of the red tickets with ‘ Hierro’ inscribed on them, of 
the series of dramas whose end coincided at least with the ap- 

arance of Ponsard’s ‘ Lucréce,’ of the t's conversion from 

a to moderate Constitutionalism, from moderate Consti- 
tutionalism to Republicanism, of the exile at the Coup d'é¢at, of 
the refuge in Jersey and Guernsey, of the return, not altogether 
happy or unchequered with vexation, to Bordeaux, to Brussels, 
and to Paris. These things are accessible in their dates and 
bare facts in scores of books of reference, and have been duly 
copied in scores of daily newspapers. What we have to do here 
is to estimate briefly, but as sufficiently as possible, the literary 
value of a career not often paralleled as regards acknowledged 
ay supremacy and mixture of literary with practical in- 

uence. 

It is fortunately unnecessary, not merely from the de mortuis 
point of view, to insist at any length on Victor Hugo’s defects 
and weaknesses. They have been mostly insisted upon quite 
sufficiently in England, and are known to thousands who have 
never taken the trouble to read the ‘Chasseur Noir’ or ‘ Hernani’ 
or the ‘ Travailleurs de la Mer’ or ‘ Eviradnus.’ The general 
charges against the poet were put arog | enough by Sainte- 
Beuve in Baudelaire’s mouth under the formula that Victor 
Hugo was ‘un 4ne de génie’ (Baudelaire, who was no despic- 
able scholar, would have been more likely to say an asinus 
aureus if he had said it at all), and there the thing may rest. 
We have at present as little care as we have need to enter into 
the discussion or cataloguing of spots in the sun. No one that 
we ever heard of in France or Englaad, except Mr. Swinburne, 
took Victor Hugo very seriously as a politician ; no one could be 
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Aaah or even scandalized by his peculiar form of theistic 
e thought in religion, except very feeble persons ; no one, ex- 
cept persons still feebler, was likely to go to him as an authority 
on fact, an arbiter of criticism, or a witness to be taken unre- 
servedly on points of privaté likes and dislikes. He was a poet, 
and nothing but a poet, whether he wrote verse or prose. 

It is much more the proper appreciation of his poetical merits 
than the proper discarding or minimizing of his defects which 
ought to be urged on English readers. Victor Hugo’s prose 
was remarkable, his drama more remarkable, his poetry proper 
most remarkable of all. But it is very much to be doubted 
whether the average English reader has ever appreciated the 

int ot view from which these three great bodies of literature, 
in an ascending order, challenge and deserve the admiration of 
critics. It is even to be doubted whether in these days of glib 
talking about literature, and French literature especially, many 
critics even are quite in case to appreciate. Take, for instance, 
Mr. Matthew Arnold—a childish politician no doubt, but a very 
respectable literary critic. Whenever Mr. Arnold speaks of 
French verse, and especially when he speaks of the French 
Alexandrine, he shows exactly the same detect which, to take a 
parallel instance, Voltaire showed when he spoke of Shakspeare. 
Mr. Arnold’s ears are deaf on the Alexandrine side ; he thinks it 
a polished, sing-song, monotonous, declamatory kind of metre, 
which may do very nicely for a récit de Théraméne, but can by 
no means carry the higher poetry. That is to say, he does not 
know the language—the metrica bog. in which the subject 
deals. The Alexandrine of Victor Hugo is not more beautiful 
than his lyrical measures ; but it is probably safe to say that no 
one who does not appreciate it can appreciate them. What 
Victor Hugo did. before all as a poet (putting aside for the 
moment his innovation of subjects, stage arrangements, and the 
like) was to rediscover the secret of crashing sound in French 
verse. Since the death of Corneille, French poetry had rippled ; 
Victor Hugo taught it once more the movement and the music 
of the wave. In his lyrical pieces, the limitation which even he 
was not able quite to destroy of French metre to the iambus 
made his earlier verse to some uninstructed ears perhaps ap- 

roach the verse of Lamartine or of Chenier. Only a complete 
ignorance of the very rudiments of the matter could confuse his 
lexandrines with theirs or with any Alexandrines of any poet 
from Racine downwards. Victor Hugo is not to be scanned by 
couplets ; he is to be scanned by verse paragraphs or “irades of 
irregular length, where the rhymes simply mark the breaking of 
each wave, each successive wave, till the paragraph finishes with 
the fluctus decumanus. Until some little initiation in this has 
been gone through, the admiration of even reasonable Hugo- 
latres for Hugo must always seem a mystery and an affecta- 
tion. The Englishman who founds his knowledge of French on 
a few yellow novels, a translation or two, some second-hand 
stories about Gautier’s waistcoat and Cyrano de Bergerac’s 
nose, the faculty of wading through a column of /aits divers 
and nouvelles a la main without always missing the point, and 
rhaps a little more of the same kind, will never understand 
ugo all his life long. You might as well turn some one whose 
knowledge of the Greek Anthology comes from Sainte-Beuve 
and of the Odyssey from Mr. Lang straight into a chorus of the 
Agamemnon and expect him to appreciate it. When English- 
men understand that French does not come by nature, and 
French prosody still less, they will at least be prepared to enter 
into the almost fanatical adoration with which three generations 
of the most sceptical and fickle people on earth regard the 
author of the ‘ Aventuriers de la Mer,’ of the ‘ Tristesse d’Olym- 
pio,’ of the ‘Chasseur Noir,’ of the marvellous lines in * Les 
Quatre Vents de l’Esprit’ beginning ‘ Je suis fait d’ombre et de 
marbre,’ of a thousand (almost literally a thousand) Alexandrine 
tirades which may be found impartially scattered about every 
play, from ‘Cromwell’ to ‘ Torquemada,’ and every book of 
verse from the first ‘Odes,’ to ‘L’art d’étre Grand-pére.’ We 
forget who it was who first spoke of the ivresse de Victor Hugo, 
but no other phrase properly expresses the, effect of his work 
when it is once comprehended, and, unlike most intoxications, it 
does not bring about any subsequent disgust. 

It is, no doubt, a result of the peculiarities which bring about 
this strange and unique effect (for no other writer that we can 
think of produces exactly or nearly the same complete forget- 
fulness of anything but the music and the swing of the verse, 
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--the rush and sweep of the language) that Victor Hugo has, in- 


dependently of the personal faults and the faults of matter 
alluded to and dismissed above, some purely literary weak- 
nesses which mar his work. No prose book of his, with the 
sible exception of the * Travailleurs de la Mer,’ can be said to 
ve the solid plan and the complete working out necessary to 
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perfect prose. They are rhapsodies like, in different ways, ‘ Han 
d’Islande’ and ‘ William Shakspeare,’ chronicles like ‘ Notre 
Dame de Paris,’ congeries of beauties and defects like nearly all 
the later novels. In the same way his warmest admirers admit 
that his plays show a singular inability or unwillingness on the 
part of so fertile and poetical a genius to submit to the not very 
difficult or recondite laws of dramatic presentation, a constant 
contempt of the simplest arts of the playwright, an invincible con- 
fusion of the epic and the drama, the poem and the play. Even 
his poems proper do not escape a just as well as an unjust cen- 
sure. The common cant that the later volumes are unfit to 
rank with the earlier is foolish enough, for as a matter of fact 
much of the matter of the later dates from the time of the earlier, 
the earlier themselves contain much inequality, and nothing 
that the author has ever written excels the finest part of ‘ Les 
Quatre Vents de |’Esprit’ and some of the other recent issues. 
But it has never been Victor Hugo’s strong point to introduce 
the law of measure into his work ; to be conscious of what there 
is not to say, to practise economy and reserve. His poetical 
quality is of quite another sort, and the wise go and will go to 
him for it, just as they go to the other great poets each for his 
own secret. That he is, on the whole, the greatest poet of 
France we make no doubt whatever. That he is, also, among 
the great poets of the world, we hesitate no more to pronounce. 
And the denial of such a place to him can only come from the 
old and undying blunder Hy asking from a man something which 
is not his to give, but some one else’s. It is Victor Hugo’s 
function to transport—at one time by pathos, at another by 
teror, at a third by mere splendor and glory of verse and of lan- 
guage which excites no ideas and appeals to no feelings but sim- 
ple and unmixed admiration. The man who compares him with 
Shakspeare is absurd, for to the two great qualities of universal- 
ity and unerringness which distinguished Shakspeare he has less 
claim than many smaller men. It is aig 3 less absurd to 
compare him with others. But Victor Hugo is Victor Hugo (the 
formula, if not the application, comes from no mean critic), and 
whoso cannot taste Victor Hugo is shut out from one of the full- 
est and most intense of literary pleasures. 


The American Exhibition, London, 1886. 
[From The Pall Mall Gasette.] 


Now that a site has been definitely secured, it is possible to 
discuss the American Exhibition of 1886 as a tangible thing in- 
stead of a project in the air. It is characteristic of the country 
and the people to be represented by this exhibition that it delib- 
erately elects to compete for popular tavor with the Colonial and 
Indian Exhibition, instead of waiting another year, and that it 
does not fear to face the risks involved in an enormous outla 
for rents, buildings, etc., as against the free grounds, free build- 
ings, and interested patronage of the other. Such boldness 
compels admiration, and would inspire doubt as well, if it were 
to be any other than an American undertaking. The accom- 
panying map indicates very clearly the site obtained for next 
summer's rival to our colonial brethren’s show. From the rail- 
road access point of view, it is superior to the Kensington 
grounds, being in close contact with three underground stations, 
representing as many lines. The space marked with black cov- 
ers 22 acres, practically the same as the other, and soon the 
work will be begun on it by grading, tree-planting, and building. 
The plans for the various structures have long been onillags: 
and will soon be completed. They are on an appropriate scale 
of magnitude, and will embody all the advantages which two 
generations of exhibition oe can suggest. 

The general public will be, however, more interested in the 
question—What is to be in these buildings? It has not escaped 
notice and comment that among the most interesting features of 
the Inventions Exhibition are the American exhibits—the Wal- 
tham Watch moti: the Troy Laundry, and that sinister family 
of machine guns, the Maxim, the Gardner, the Hotchkiss, and 
the Gatling, which lend a murderous tinge to the aphorism that 
America is the most peaceful nation on the globe. The organ- 
izers of the American Exhibition promise whole halls full of ex- 
hibits rivalling these in popular interest, and a multitude of non- 
mechanical features surpassing them. London will then be 
given its first opportunity to realize also, at least the essentials, 
of the folk-life which ‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ so graphically por- 
trayed, for it is in contemplation to reproduce here a Southern 
tobacco factory, with its dusky ‘ hands,’ who sing as they work 
(delightful singing it is, too), just as the traveller to-day can see 
them in Lynchburg or Durham. Other peculiar industries— 
gold-mining, logging, rice and cotton growing, and the like— 
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will also be illustrated. The wilder side of life in the West will 
be exemplified by a village of Indians, with their rude crafts of 
beadwork, basket weaving, and canoe building. There will be 
an art gallery, specially constructed for the purpose, containing 
a most interesting and valuable collection from American artists, 
the most complete and representative in character ever made on 
either side of the water. A more novel feature, unique in the 
record of exhibitions, will be a crack National Guard regiment 
from New York City, which is to be the guest of the Exhibition 

.for a time, and which Americans here fondly believe will excite 
at once the awe and admiration of the effete monarchies of 
Europe. 

We have selected at random a few of the more bizarre features 
from a bewildering array of projects with which General a 
brain is teeming. Enough has been said to show that the exhi- 
bition proper will invite study and repay it. As to the decora- 
tive phase of the attair, there seems to be some force in the sug- 
gestion that the country which invented the electric light ought 
to be able to use it as effectively and artistically as we can here, 
at ree hayes as for liquid refreshments—probably we are not 
in it at all. 


The Premier in Downing Street. 
[From the London Daily News.] 

No. 10 Downing Street is externally rather a mean and shabb 
looking two-story house, with nothing whatever about it to indi- 
cate the official dignity of its occupant. On stepping inside, 
however, the stranger's ideas of its extent at least begin to ex- 
pand. The street door opens into a hall, large, square, and 
decidedly dark, with a good fire burning in an open grate, an 
old-fashioned clock hoarsely ticking on one side of it, an old- 
fashioned lamp swinging from the ceiling, a side table, a chair 
or two, an umbrella stand, and a few mats on its stone floor. 
From this hall one sees down a long red-carpeted e 
straight in front, and there is another leading away at right 
angles with it to the left. The vistas presented by these two 
passages afford an idea of extent somewhat worthier of the im- 
portance of the place than that likely to be received from the out- 
side, and when the visitor begins to explore the premises he soon 
finds them very extensive and rather bewildering. From what 
has been said of the history of the place it will be readily sup- 
posed that these amalgamated houses have some of the merits 
and some of the faults ot old-fashioned domiciles. One gets a 
general sense of rather depressing gloom, of old-fashioned 
respectability, rather than of anything very pompous or impos- 
ing, and, though the place generally is characterized by some 
inconvenient features, it is pervaded by a certain quiet and com- 
fortable dignity of appearance. Proceeding down the passage 
facing the hall door the visitor may be ushered into the dining- 
room, a rather sombre apartment, furnished in a style in no 
degree above what may be found in most houses of the upper 
middle class, Near this room on the ground floor is an equally 
sombre room, fitted up and furnished as a library, and a double 
door opening from the same passage admits the curious explorer 
to that rather awful chamber in which so much of the world’s 
history has been made for generations past—the council room. 
It is here that the momentous Cabinet meetings of Downing 
Street are held, Beyond two pairs of fine fluted columns—just 
enough to oe a little architectural dignity to the chamber— 
there is nothing but the associations of the room to attract any 
attention. There is a long table and rows of mahogany leather- 
covered chairs down each side, and very little else. This famous 
council chamber overlooks the parade ground at the back of the 
Horse Guards, and its appearance, both outside and in, is vastly 
less imposing than many a bank house room in the city or coun- 

cil chamber in a country town hall. 

Up stairs it is very much as down below. The place is every- 
where very unimposing and unpretending—comfortable, but for 
the most part rather gloomy and nowhere grand. Mr. Glad- 
stone has a ogame cosey study overlooking St. James’s Park 
and the parade ground. It is, of course, replete with books and 

ictures, but it is nothing more than a comfortable study. 

here are two drawing rooms, separated with double folding 
doors which may be thrown open on special occasions, making 
a tolerably large and effective saloon. The drawing room ordi- 
narily used by the Premier and family is a light and pleasant 
apartment overlooking the pus and comfortably furnished with 
just about the ordinary style of furniture and knicknacks to be 
found in most upper-class houses. Mr. Gladstone’s working 
room is a large and rather sparsely furnished apartment, which, 
strictly speaking, belongs to the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
part of the premises. It is here that the Premier transacts busi- 
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ness with his secretaries or others who may have to do with him, 
In addition to the rooms that have been mentioned there are 
others devoted to the use of the Liberal Whip and his secreta- 
ries, and there are, of course, the rooms occupied by the Prime 
Minister's secretaries. The whole place, it may be added, is 
directly connected with the Treasury in Whitehali by a narrow 
staircase at the back of the house. 

Altogether, this official residence is quite a bewildering 
agglomeration of business and domestic apartments, but apart 

m the associations of the house there is really nothing in it 
very striking or noteworthy. If it were pro to-morrow to 
set up an official residence for the Prime Minister of the British 
Empire nobody would for a moment dream of such a place as 
this for the purpose. So very plain and unpretentious a dwell- 
ing as this would be felt to be quite out of keeping with the dig- 
nity of the virtual ruler of England, but whether or not Mr. Glad- 
stone is dissatisfied with his accommodation we are not ‘in- 
formed. The suggestion that Dover House should be taken for 
the purpose of an official residence originated, we have reason 
to believe, not with the Prime Minister, but with the Office of 
Works, the lease having recently fallen into the hands of the 
Crown. Whether the change will be made is as yet, we under- 
stand, altogether unsettled, and “by those who are best informed 
is considered to be very doubtful. 


The Pirate’s Plea. 


[From The Saturday Review.] 

ALL who fly the Jolly Roger, all gentlemen of fortune whe sail 
under the bold black flag, must pleased with the plea for 
piracy advanced by Mr. John B. Alden, of New York. This en- 
terprising officer is the modern baa Kidd, and as fair and 
smooth-spoken as honest John Silver himself. In the recent 
engagement with Mr. Hamerton, the well-known art critic, it 
was the English craft that opened fire. Mr. Hamerton wrote, 
in the New York Pudlishers’ Weekly, that a pirate had cut out 
and made prize of his ‘ Intellectual Life.’ He added that a copy- 
right law was ‘sadly needed,’ and would bea benefit to all 
honest men, especia, Y to American authors, who ‘ would be 
spared part of the rivalry produced by flooding the States with 
cheap pirated reprints.’ 

Mr. Alden replies in a letter, printed as an advertisement in 
THE CriTIc. Mr. Aldensays the above note refers to him, and, 
as an honest man, he is pained by Mr. Hamerton’s violence 
of style. He has ‘long been in favor of giving authors the con- 
trol of their productions upon their own terms, within the limits 
of common sense.’ These limits do not reserve to the heirs of 
Homer the right of arranging terms with translators of the Iliad 
and Odyssey. But do the limits of common sense prevent the 
publisher from paying Mr. Hamerton for the use of his prop- 
erty? Mr. Hamerton is not yet, happily, ‘where Orpheus and 
where Homer are.’ Secondly, the publisher informs the English 
author that it is quiet useless for him and his countrymen to ‘ ex- 
pect to get what they want without a change in the laws.’ Cer- 
tainly ; that is just what we complain of. Nothing but actual 
force, nothing but ‘ a change in the laws,’ will make people who 
sail under the Jolly Roger behave with—well, to please Mr. Mat- 
thew Arnold—we shall say, with delicacy. It may not be, it 
is not ‘dishonest’ in Mr. Alden to cruise about and make prize 
of English books ; but, as poor Arminius observed in the case of 
Bottles, ‘ Will any one dare to call him a man of delicacy?’ 
We ourselves are demoniacs, as Mr. Arnold observes, demoni- 
acs on all questions of Property, and at this moment we are cry- 
ing, and cutting ourselves in the tombs, over the conduct of Mr. 
Alden. He, meanwhile, as far as ‘The Tombs’ go, is perfectly 
safe. He argues that he bought one copy of ‘ The Intellectual 
Life,’ which gives him as much right to republish it as Mr. 
Hamerton has to print a quotation from the Patriarch Job ‘ with- 
out making him any payment.’ This argument, for fearless 
paralogism, appears quite unique. Unhappily, few people 
will have native boldness enough to make play with such a con- 
tention. Sarai, f General Grant once said, ‘ The best way to 

et rid of a bad law is to enforce it—that is my theory.’ Thus 

r. Alden confesses that his substance and wealth depend on a 
bad law. Without a bad law he would, as a publisher of English 
books in America, be nowhere. Certainly there seems a lack of 
delicacy in a gentleman who openly advertises the fact that but 
for a bad law the trade he exercises would pe impossible. The re- 
| are the old fustian about ‘ the rights of read- 
ers.’ Readers have a ‘natural right’ to cheap books, and Mr. 
Alden dues Mr. Hamerton a great service by widening his cir- 
culation. But aap Pisa a publisher make money out of an 
author and refuse him any share? The reader’s books would 
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be little, if at all, dearer, only the publisher would have fewer 
dollars and a conscience void of the sin of depending for existence 
on a bad law. But, after all, while the law is unaltered the 
whole question is one of delicacy. And that question, perhaps, 
it is of little service to argue with gentlemen in America who 
reprint English books without paying the authors, or with gentle- 
men in England who ‘edit’ and publish American books of 
reference without pecuniary or other acknowledgment. 


Current. Criticism 


MARION CRAWFORD’S BEST QUALITIES :—Mr. Crawford's 
new work is an agreeable excursion into the realms of heroic 
romance, and exhibits at their best those qualities which distin- 

ish him from other living American novelists—we mean his 
imagination and direct vigor. ‘Zoroaster’ is a straightforward 
tale of love and jealousy, and the few characters concerned — 
there are but four in all—are drawn with the author's accus- 
tomed picturesqueness. Throughout the book, and especially in 
the opening chapters, which treat of the fall of Belshazzar and 
the old age of Daniel, Mr. Crawford has modelled his style 
closely and happily upon that of the Bible, and in several un-

SARASATE AND JOACHIM :—In technical accomplishment Sefior 
Sarasate is not, we take it, to be surpassed. e has absolute 
command of his instrument ; its innumerable resources are one 
and all at his fingers’ ends ; and he does on it the most difficult 
feats with an ease, an assurance, a precision, not to be over- 
praised. The facility with which he executes a prodigy of 
double-stopping has the grace and charm of perfect athletics ; 
he performs the feat of bowing and playing F omgrage at one and 
the same instant, with a smiling frestance that is almost amia- 
ble, and so entirely does away with the effect of trick. Again, 
he has the true bow-hand ; his lightest touch has its signifi- 
cance ; it is a love-matter between himself and his violin, and 
the instrument rejoices in his caresses. In force and fire he is 
nothing like the equal of Dr. Joachim ; but his tone has an ex- 
quisite and penetrating sweetness of which he only has the 
secret. His long notes fall in linked lusciousness like (there is 
really no other comparison) honey from the comb. They are 
instinct with a sensuous property which makes them fairly irre- 
sistible. The quality ot the music in course of performance be- 
comes a matter of no moment whatever. The artist is conspir- 
ing with his violin to produce such sounds as none other can, 
and while his song continues one cares for nothing besides. He 
touches the nerves and thrills the heart ; and with him it seems 
rather an added virtue that, unlike Dr. Joachim, he leaves the 
brain at rest.— The Saturday Review.

Our minds become monumental as soon as they be- 
gin to prefer the finished and the well-worn to that which is just 

eginning to grow and to promise something bright and-new.

Publishers’ Weekly : 

“TI saw by the advertisements in American periodicals that a New York 
og had got hold of ‘An Intellectual Life.” We sadly need a copyright 

NO would be spared part of the rivalry produced Wy flooding the States 
with cheap pirated reprints. Yours very truly, P. G. Hawzerom"”, 

To which I beg leave to reply as follows : 

Dear Sir,—The above note evidently refers to me, as Iam the one pub- 
lisher who has reprinted the work referred to at alow price. Of course it 
warms the blood, a little, of an honest man, to have another honest man call 
himaknave. When discussion gets to that point, argument is cut off. I 
will, however, make a few points on my side of the case. 

First.—I am, and long have been, heartily in favor of giving authors the 
control of their productions upon their own terms, within the limits of the 
bounds of common sense—it would hardly be practicable for us to pay copy- 
right to Homer, and it may be an open question as to when Macaulay’s heirs 
should cease to receive their tax ; there is, of course, some limit ; honest 
“doctors disagree ”’ as to points of equity, expediency, and the best meth- 
ods of bringing a happy future out of the evil present. 

Second.—The laws of this country (and I believe the same is true of all 
countries) are not as you and other authors desire they should be. Evidently, 
too, it is quite as useless for authors to expect to get what they want with- 
out a CHANGE in the laws, as to hope to reach the result by calling pub- 
lishers bad names. Where is the common sense of characterizing me as a 
“pirate’’ because I multiply (within the bounds of law and of custom since 
the time of Cadmus) copies of your book from the copy I bought and 
paid for, more than in applying the same term to one who reads the book 
aloud toa dozen friends, who consequently do not buy it—or more than apply- 
ing it to YOU for appropriating the language and thoughts of the patriarch 
Jos in one of your books without giving him any ; ayment—you give 
“ credit,” doubtless, to the authors whom you quote, but you give them no 
pay,—I give YOU credit, but no “‘pay” beyond the copy I buy, till we are 
able to secure a change in the present unsatisfactory laws. 

Third. —General Grant orice said, ‘‘ The best way to get rid of a bad law is 
to enforce it;’’ thatis my theory, and I shall continue to practice upon it; 
I expect toaid in securing to you by “enforcement”’ of the legitimate conse- 
quences of the present laws, whut authors would never get by whining or 
growling. Some people give tomy methods the credit of being, possibly, 
the largest single influence which is working in this country to bring about 
the much desired change in the laws. 

Fourth.—While authors certainly have their “ rights,’’ readers have some 
rights also, When I was a boy under fourteen years of age the good litera- 
ture accessible to me was limited, nearly, to Murray’s English Reader, and 
Josephus’ Works. I do not pretend to be the reader's especial champion, 
but I DO look at the question of the “‘ intellectual life” for them from their 
standpoint as well as from that of the author—and it is amazing to me that 


an author of your high character, intellectual, humane and Christian (whose 
inspiring words ‘‘The humblest subscriber to a mechanics’ institute has 
easier access to sound learning than had either Solomon or Aristotle,” I 
have placed before millions of readers)—that you should seem to take no 
pleasure in the fact that the best literature of the world has by my efforts 
been placed within the reach of millions to whom it was before unattainable; 
that I give to YOU an appreciative audience (far more appreciative than 
you find among your wealthy patrons) among tens of thousands, who with- 
out my efforts would never have known you. I say readers have rights as 
well as authors; what they are I will not discuss; I say, simply, let the laws 
be as authors demand; while Homer, Shakespeare, Milton, and 
Lamb are free to readers, any ‘‘ monopoly ” which living authors can secure 
upon their own writings will not seriously hurt readers—and, furthermore, 
folly in law-making, if foolish changes should be made, would be likely 
soon to work its own cure, in this age of the printing press. 
Finally.—Hamerton’s “Intellectual Life’? ought to sell by the hundred 
thousand—ought to sell a hundred where it has sold one by the methods of 
your approved publishers; when the ‘good time coming” is here, and 
authors can make their own terms with publishers and the public, perhaps 
you will give me a little credit and thanks for the LARGER audience you 
will then have because of my present “‘piracy.”’ Respectfully, Joun B. ApEn.
